m. Have satisfactorily performed in a
supervisory capacity and be assigned, or enroute, to
a supervisory law enforcement/security billet.

n. Have the concurrence of individual’s
command or activity to bear the costs of per diem,
transportation to and from the FBINA, and
miscellaneous costs for which the applicant would
be entitled to as reimbursement. Lodging and
meals are provided by the Academy.

0. Possess the ability to communicate
effectively in the English language, both orally and
in writing.

6. Application Procedures. All Navy law
enforcement/security personnel or civilians who
meet the criteria for attendance and desire to attend
the FBINA course of instruction, are to submit
applications to the Director, Naval Criminal
Investigative Service (Code 24D), Building 111,
‘Washington Navy Yard, 901 M Street SE,
Washington, DC 20388-5384.

7. Information. Formal nominations to the FBI
National Academy will be forwarded to the
Academy after a careful review of all applications
submitted. This review will be conducted
periodically by a selection panel composed of
senior military and civilian law enforce-
ment/security professionals. Final selection to
attend the Academy is dependent upon an FBI
background investigation and interview. Once the

FBI invites a Navy nominee, the command/activity
and the member selected will be notified and
reporting instruction forwarded.
